AMSTERDAM (AP)—-The of. 
ficial Dutch radio said today 
that it had received unconfirmed 
reports of the death of 70 per 
at Stellendam, in south 
Holland, which would boost the 
death toll in Holland's flood dis- 
aster to 464. 

The death roll mounted rap 
idly as the stricken little coun- 
tries mustered their resources 
to meet mounting dangers of 
disease and starvation. Search 
teams still were unable to con 
tact many flooded areas 

Authorities estimated 
areas populated by 4,000,000 
Dutch and Belgians were flood 
ed. Both countries proclaimed 
a state of emergency. 

The Dutch weather “bureau 
warned that high winds today 
would continue to threaten 
broken dikes 

Breaching Holland's 
dikes in countless places, the 
flood-waters poured inland as 
much as 40 miles at some points. 
Hardest hit were the provinces 
of Zeeland and Northern Bra 
bant in southern Holland, the 
Frisian isle of Texel and the 
Island of Walcheren, at the 
mouth of the West Scheidt. 

30 FEET DEEP 

At some points the swirling 
floods were 30 feet deep. Farm 
ers faced months and years of 
hard toil reclaim the salt 
damaged acres for agriculture 

The waters poured south into 
Belgium, flooding even wider 
areas of Flanders and turning 
the great port of Antwerp into 
a city of confusion. Tele- 
phones and electric light were 
knocked out. Ships in drydocks 
were overturned.

While a great army of 
troops and civilians rushed 
by land, sea, and air to snatch 
survivors from possible death 
in new tides, the Queen and 
Prime Minister Churchill 
acted quickly on behalf of 
the stricken country. 

The Queen toured the 
stricken Norfolk area by 
car, talking to pitiful groups 
of survivors and offering 
her sympathy and condo- 
lence. 

Churchill called an emer- 
xency cabinet meeting and 
ordered his government to 
mobilize every. means for 
rescue and rehabilitation. 

Scores of bodies, still un- 
counted, floated among vast 
seas of debris along Britain's 
battered east coast. The 
disaster almost rivalled the 
terror and «everity of the 
evacuation of Dunkerque and 
the _ blitz. 

Hospitals at King’s Lynn 
and Tilbury were partially 
flooded and isolated but no 
new loss of life was reported 
there.

Reports of horror, death and 
destruction came from all along 
the east coast. Snettisham, 
Norfolk, reported 20 missing 
and five known dead. The Suf- 
folk resort of Felixtowe counted 
17 dead. 

At Mablethorpe and Sutton- 
on-Sea several thousand were 
evacuated. The waves carried 
away concrete and: steel walls 
20 feet high.

TE CCF RECENTLY ASKED 
the Canadian Parliament to in- 
crease children’s allowances suffi- 
ciently to compénsate the recipients 
for the rising prices of recent years. 
This-seems an attractive idea at first 
sight. Every family which receives 
allowances—which means e very 
Canadian family with children under 
16 years of age—no doubt would like 
to have a larger monthly cheque. 
But the government, refusing to play 
politics and bid for these people's 
votes, rejected the CCF proposal. A 
moment’s thought should show why 
the government’s decision was wise. 
In the next year children’s allow- 
ances will cost the Canadian taxpay- 
ers $347 millions—that is to say, 
about $2 a month for every man, 
woman and ehild in the country, or 
$8 a month for a family of four. If 
the CCF’ plan were adopted the cost 
would go up immediately by about 
$190. millions a year or roughly 50 
per cent. 

To secure that money the 
ernment would have to raise the 
personal income tax about 20 per 
cent or adopt some other equivalent 
tax increase. Moreover, the cost of 
children’s ‘allowances, without any 
increase in their rate, is going up 
anyway by something between $12 
and $15 millions a year as our pop- 
ulation grows. At this rate in 20 
years it would about double.

Saanich, apparently, has no use for any 
such. soul-lifting medium, and Esquimalt 
is far too busy trying to catch up with 
40 years of street-making neglect. 

Victoria may as well “go it alone” 
and. bear the full costs with ‘dignity, 
hoping nevertheless that in the process 
of time the lesser lights of the con 
tiguous municipalities may emerge from 
their “dim bulb” state of voluntary ar- 
tistic benightedness.

An unprecedented strike by 
ground hogs today upset the 
whole future of Canadian ag 
riculture and industry, whose 
leaders have come to rely on 
the little animals’ weather pre- 
dictions to govern their pro 
duction policies each year 

According to tradition, the 
ground hog pops from his buf 
row for the first time each 
year on Feb. 2. If he sees his 
shadow, back he goes for six

If he does not see

In his judgment passed after

Miss Eager claimed the wharf 
incident came a few hours after 
Elliott had threatened to drive 
off a wharf te commit suicide 

Evidence at the trial showed 
that Miss Eager had, on the 
night in question, broken off 
her engagement to Elliott.

AMSTERDAM (AP)—The of 
ficial Dutch radio said today 
that it had received unconfirmed 
reports of the death of 70 per 
at Stellendam south 
Holland, which would boost the 
death toll in Holland's flood dis 
aster to 464. 

The death’rol] ‘mounted rap 
idly as the stricken little coun 
tries mustered their resources 
to meet mounting dangers of 
disease and starvation. Search 
teams still were unable to con 
tact many flooded areas 

Authorities estimated 
areas populated by 4,000,000 
Dutch and Belgians were flood 
Both countries proclaimed 
a state of emergency 

The Dutch weather bureat 
warned that high winds 
would continue 
broken 

Breaching Holland's 
dikes in countless places 
flood-waters poured inland 
much as 40 miles at some points. 
Hardest hit were the provinces 
of Zeeland and Northern Bra 
bant in southern Holland, the 
Frisian isie .of Texel and 
Island of Walcheren, at 
mouth of the West Scheldt 
30 FEET DEEP 

At some points the swirling 
floods were 30 feet deep. Farm 
ers faced months and years of 
hard toil reclaim the 
damaged acres for agr 

The waters poured south into 
Belgium, flooding even wider 
areas of Flanders and turning 
the great port of Antwerp into 
a city of confusion. Tele 
phones and electric light were 
knocked out. Ships in drydocks 
were overturned

More than 50 cities and towns 
called for emergency aid. Emer 
gency radio circuits crackled 
with a confused jumble of calls 
for aid

5,316—55 were

So far, 32 drowned had been 
reported from the islands of 
Zeeland province.
